page of your paper, bearing date of 
Monday, June 6, 1S01, you published 
a leading editorial, entitled: "Indu»- 
trial Espionage." 
It is the opinion of a large num- 


ber of people in the state of Wiscon- 
sin, and your readers id particular, 
that The Capital Times is fair and 
square to every question of interest 
to the people as a whole. 
In the 'editorial referred to, it oc- 


curs to the writer that you have pre- 
heated one aid* of this question, and 
it is nothing more than fair and 
right that tho other side should be : 
given an opportunity to present such ; 
facts as m»y e*i»t pertaining there- 
to. In doing so, may I not be per- 
mitted to refer also to the practice 
of the private detective agency 'busi- 
ness, which has been linked in a way 
v?ith the subject of this communica- 
tion. 
There is no question but that 


iniquities and injustices have been 
performed in the past, in the name 
(A industrial espionage or private 
detective 
agency activities. The 


most experienced, most highly edu- 
cated, most brainy men, and men 
cnown in their 
communities for 


Jneir integrity of character, admit 
Shat the business has been traduced 
3y practices that have -been an in- 
jury to the public and unjust to their 
so-called clients.' 
The question that confronts both 


those -who are opposed to private 
detective activities arid those who 
favor them, is "What is the best, 
most sane, and most common sense 
method of eliminating and eradicat- 
ing these practices from society?" 
The answer to this question revolves 
around the proposition of ways and 
means, and it is upon this subject 
of ways and means of 'properly and 
adequately safeguarding the public 
from tho improper activities of pri- 
vate detective agencies, or private 
secret service agents, that I am ad- 
dressing you. 


In 
endeavoring to analyze this 


condition, may I not draw your at- 
tention to the fact that there are 
wo suggested solutions of this prob- 
lem. 
'One suggested solution would 


be the passage of state laws that 
would be so restrictive that it would 
mako it impossible for an honest 
n^an, or the director oi an honest 
agency, to operate in the state. The 
passage of such a' law would, in it- 
self, admit that state regulation was 
the feasible method of handling this 
question. But state regulation of a 
nature that would confiscate and 
prohibit the activities of an honest 
agency, which sought 
to 
operate 
justly, would expose the citizens of 
tho state to jrreater iniquity and in- 
justice than nave prevailed hereto- 
fore in the absence of adequate laws 
regulating the business. 
The iniquities that have been laid' 


to 
the 
door of private detective 


agency practice, have come to it be- 
cause there have not been laws upon 
the statute books of the state, suffi- 
ciently and adequately regulating 
the business and furnishing to the 
people of-the state proper and ade- 
quate protection therefrom. 
Per- 


mit me to cite in this connection, a 
hypothetical case^ 
Suppose, until 


two years ago, the only laws upon 
the • statute books of the state of 
Wisconsin, pertaining to the banking 
business, was merely a paragraph 
stating that "private bankers" were 
forbidden to carry concealed weap- 
ons; and suppose that prior to two 
years ago, in the absence of any fur- 
ther regulation than that indicated, 
unscrupulous individuals, who were 
looking for "easy money." who 
would not hesitate to trim close to 
the edge.of a criminal offense, would 
rent a store and have a sign painted, 
"BANK," and place that sign over 
the door. If such individuals made 
money, it is natural to assume that 
those nefariously inclined, who had 
no/ scruples relative to public jus- 
tice or equity, would do likewise. A 
parallel situation has existed in the 
private detective agency business. 
\,The absence of regulatory laws: 
properly, and justly regulating the 
business on a safe and sane basis, is 
responsible for the iniquities that 
have been practiced in the name of 
private detective business, or so- 
called Industrial Espionage. 
If a 


code of laws had been placed upon 
the statute books, of a sound and 
just character, years ago, that hac 
followed a process of progressive 
evolution, the improper 
practices 


that have been laid to the doors b; 
secret service .agents, would ;have 
been curbed and curtailed in the in- 
terest of the public -as a whole 


The writer has givea this subject 


considerable/ attention, thought, anc 
investigation; 
has talked with a 
large number of people in the state 
cdncerning this matter, and atmos' 
invariably the conclusion is reached 
that sane, just, fair, sincere state 
regulation of a sufficient and ade- 
quate nature is the solution of this 
problem. It should .bo state-wide ii 
character and it should be removec 
from local political influence for the 
following reasons: 
By way of interrogation, may 1 


not ask: ''Could so-called regulation 
of the \private detective business or 
industrial espionage business, 
be 


fraught with greater possibilities o: 
injustice to the wage earners or the 
capitalist class, or any other class of 
society, if it was dependent upon the 
favor of a local political power?' 
The practical operation of such a 
process would be that the unscrupu- 
lous private detective would attach 
himself to the political 
party in 


local power, in carder to.ply his ne- 
farious avocation, and 
he woult 


pursue the same as long as his op- 
erations did not interfere with toe 
designs of such local political pow- 
er. In the opinion of all fair anc 
honest men, there could not be. a 
more iniquitous situation" than i 
combination of an unscrupulous po- 
litical power T.ith an unscrupulous 
private detective agency. -With, in- 


state regulation, th« power 


of 
public opinion would be more 


wide-spread 
and 
inoVe general; 


would not be localized ana wouM 
more truly, represent and- more just- 
ly perform in the interests of the 
people of the state as a whole. At 
the same time, a state lav that 
grants to • a local municipal board 
the veto power of a state-wide li- 
cense matter, gives to that local 
board the power of political perse- 
cution in the interests of its own 
party. It is manifestly unfair and 
unjust to the people of the state of 
.Wisconsin that« state licensing law, 
governing the activities of private 
etectives and secret service agents, 
houid not be purely a state law. It 
s, indeed, a reflection upon the in- 
;ei;rity and capabilities of state of- 
irials to have it otherwise. If the 
ta te officials are incompetent to ad- 
minister, without the veto power of 
a local board, a state-wide law, how 


an it be that politically appointed 
fficials of a minor character can 
exercise or sit in greater judgment, 
pertaining to a state matter, than 
.he state officials thiaiselves?

ics in the state of Wisconsin, pro-

boiled chicken, one-half cup aspic 
cups mayonnaise, one-half cup aspic 
jelly, endive, one cucumber. To 
make the aspic jelly boil a knuckle 
of .Teal, which has been cracked in 
several places, for five or six hours. 
Season with carrots, onion, parsley, 
salt arid pepper. Remove scum as it 
rises. Strain and let set. 
Cut the 


chicken into small pieces. Remove 
skin and ends .of 
bone. Dissolve 


jelly and add to mayonnaise when 
cool. Put the chicken on a wire tray 
and pour over the sauce with a table- 
spoon.

And there are other members like them, others who 
were also elected as particular representatives of the farmers 
and the common people, who find it more to their liking to hear 
the call of tax-dodgers and privilege-seeking interests than the 
honest justice-seeking voice from home .which is only occa- 
sionally and modestly raised.
